In
talking with u reporter for The Inael:

that he has put into effect, namely a
“Calf Orphanage.” The cnlerprising
owner ¢f this furm buys all the young
cilves to be had in his Immediate vi-
cinity, nt prices ranging from 40¢ to
$2.00 each amnd keeps them from 12
to 18 months in which they are
reivly for market and will bring from
$16.00 to $40.00 each. Mr. Dradley ox-
plained thnt the cost of ralsing them
was very light as he has an excellemt
pa‘ture and ten milch cows on hand
nractically all the tlme. There were
17 cenlves all practically the same
size in Mr. Bradlcy's pasture 'vesterday
and to suy that It was a pretty sight
expresses It mildly, Of the 650 acres
in this farm, there are only about 20
acres planted in cotton, fen acres of
which will make a bale 1o the acre.
Seventeen acres of bottom corn will
casily yleld 76 bushels to the acre,
which ts =without doubt as fine a ficld
of corn a8 is to be found In any scc-
tion of tho State. In addition to the
splendid crop in view Mr. Bradley has
160 bushels of corn and enough Lo
Jast him for some time to come that
have heen stored away for over a vear.
There Is also a store that does a good
business belonging to this coterprising
farmer, who stated that he employs
no hielp on the farm, himeelf and fam-
fly, plant and gather the entire crop,
which by the way consists ofsgs fine a,
pair of Nive year old Missouri mules
as can be found anywhere. ' Their con-
dition proves conclusively that they
were looked aftor by Mr. Bradley's
family and not hired help.
